REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. Applicant argues "The Examiner suggests claims 1 , 8, 1 8, and 28 can be 
amended to store information in a second storage (e.g., a trailing store buffer) if the 
store was a source of memory renaming. Office Action, p. 14. Claim 1 has been 
amended to recite "only if said source previous store instruction being a source of 
memory renaming." As acknowledged by the Office Action, neither Abramson nor Tran 
teaches or suggests making a determination of whether a previous store instruction 
being a source of memory renaming and storing information only when the 
determination is positive. Thus, claim 1 defines over Abramson and Tran. Claims 8, 18 
and 28 have been amended to contain similar features and should be allowable for the 
same reason as for claim 1 ." 

The examiner agrees for the following reasons. The examiner agrees that 
independent claims 1,8, 18, and 28 have been amended to state that only entries in the 
trailing store buffer are stored there if the store had been previously used for memory 
renaming. The amendment overcomes the previously cited reference of Tran which 
disclosed always putting store entries in a second level store buffer when store 
instructions are retired and written to memory. Thus, the amendment has overcome the 
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current rejection. An updated search has not found any new prior art that reads upon 
the newly cited limitations. Thus, the claims are now considered allowable.
